Plans for the projected. formation ' off 


Farmers Co-operative ‘Societies in. the 
country around Peking were "explained by 
Professor J. B. Tayler, Director of tho 
Economies Department ° ‘af Yen Ching 
University, in. an’ interview following his 
return last week from a trip in India for 
inquiry on behalf of the International. 
Famine Relicf Commission of Chinu. 

“ Between China and: India there are. 
many similarities. invading common 
basic crops and the common disaster of 
flood,” ‘said Professor Tayler. ‘ Especi- 
ally in flood and famine prevention, India 
and China can Igarn | much from eack 
other. Just now China particularly: needs 
something on the order of the Farmers’ 
Co-operatives in India, to, fight agninst 
famines. ‘ 

“Tn any small» district of India. a 
group of, farmers who lack * capital to 
*earry over’ their erops can join to 
gether to forma co-operative society. A 
law provides for them to borrow money 
from central hanks, if they accept..un- 
limited liability, so ‘that all. ‘the formers 
in the group must jointly make- “good any 
individual loss. Loans ure granted oply 
for farm purposes, so as to prevent extra- 
vagauees; for in India, even more than 


imposing funerals and weddings. 

“The co-cperative plan permits loans 
at reasonable interest, whercas formerly. 
exorbitant interest often. ruined borrow- 
ing farmers, or else-stopped cultivation, 
‘Jeuving fertile land to waste. Such a 


condition now exists in parts of China. 
The Indian Government helps the socie- 
ties by auditing their accounts, arbitrat- 
ing’ in moncy disputes, advising as to 
seeds, planting, and the like—all free of 
charge. 

“Similar Farmers’ Co-operatives could 
readily be organized in China, if the 
Famine Relief Commission, would lea us 
way by atting as organizing agent, 


inspecting the societies regularly as the . 


government does in India, and. acting 
temporarily as a central bank, until the 
growth of ‘the. co-operatives in China 
justified the establishment of a bank for 
this purpose.’

The latest avail- 
able statistics show the number of ner?’ 
sons of Irish. birth or descent in Scot 
to be 601204. It is a rapidly grov ug 
figure, for at the census of 1801 it stood 
at no more than 432,900, About one- 
seventh of the population of Scotland is 
now Irish, But that ix not, to express 
the matter truthfully. Over the greater 


part of Scotland the: proportion of Trish | 


in the population is very: small; in most 
places, far from. being a seventh, itis 
not a seventeenth: The reality is that 
the overwhelming majority of the 600,000 
Irish in Scotland are. massed in Glasgow 
and. the group of industrial counties of 
which it is the centre; and throughout 
these this alien element forms a quarter, 
and sometimes even more than a quar- 
ter. of the population. This is the region 
which. returns the solid phalanx of 
Socialists. from Scotland to Parliament, 
and ‘students of, the position tell us 
unhesitatingly two things about it.

The® recent Royal Commission on the 
Universities of Oxford “ata, Cambridge 
recommended the early establishment of 
a University...

That, of course, suggests that none exista | | 


now, ‘which ‘is technically true, though ° 
this fact does not.mean that w student 
can go to Oxford Without being tested 
jax to the standard of his or her intel 
lectual attainments. The explanation: is 
that the colleges, which are autonomous: 
bodies, have their own entrance examina- 


tions of varying standards, ond thus the 
absurdity. of there being no University 
Entrance Examination is not so great as. 
might appear. But it is time that such 
ur anomaly was done away with, and 
therefore educationists will generally ap- | 
prove the" statute-which Convocation. ab + 
Oxford has just passed requiring the 
} passing of Responsions-as a condition of 
admission to Matriculation. That would 
turn Responsions into u regular entrance 
or, matriculation examination, such as is 
usual in most Universities throughout the 
world. At «present matriculation ix 
inerely as ceremony of admission.
